A Plea for a Return to Order 


We hate to say we told you so... 
but we did. 

For some time now, we have occa- 
sionally expressed our grave concern 
about the lack of order at our City Coun- 
cil meetings. We warned that the chaos 
was having an increasing effect on the 
Council's ability to conduct the City's 
business. 

Well, our forecasts of doom be- 
came a reality on Monday, October 23, 
when Chairman Pro Tem Randy Gear's 
abuse of every rule inthe book (Robert's 
Rules of Order, the Council's officially 
adopted parliamentary guide) led to a 
walkout by Councilmen Pete Bergeron, 
Ellis Pennington, and Jimmie Raspberry 
— leaving the Council without a quorum 
and unable, for a time, to conduct fur- 
ther business. | 

Trouble began when, during a dis- 
pute over who had the floor, Raspberry 
"challenged the chair" and Pennington 


added his second to the challenge. At — 


that time, according to Robert's Rules, 
Gear should have relinquished the gavel 
_ and turned it over to the next person in 
line for the chairmanship (in this case, 
Councilman William Wadsworth). Both 
the challenger and the chair would have 
been given an opportunity to defend 
their positions, and then Council would 
have voted to determine whether Gear 
wouldbe allowedto resume his position. 

Instead — whether through igno- 
rance or deliberate defiance — Gear 
refused to acknowledge the challenge, 
and actually stated that the only way he 
would relinquish his position would be if 
Romulus Police Chief Daryl Poe (who 
was present at the meeting) arrested 
him. When additional appeals to Gear 
brought no change, Pennington asked 
to be excused; Raspberry and Bergeron 
also walked out at that time. 

After the three left the meeting, only 
Gear, Wadsworth, and Councilman 


Michael Prybyla remained — and the 
Councilwas left without a sufficient num- 
ber of members to conduct a vote on 
any business. At that time, the meeting 
should have been automatically ad- 
journed until a quorum could again be 
seated. But Gear proceeded to com- 
pound his original breach of rules by 
allowing the meeting to continue. What 
immediately followed was nothing more 
than atelevised "bash" session, as vari- 
ous Officials and members of the audi- 
ence took turns expressing their "out- 
rage" at the three Councilmen who 
chose to leave the meeting, and making 
insinuations as to the probable "politi- 
cal" motives for the walkout (as if their 
accusations of political posturing weren't 
a perfect example of the pot calling the 
Kettle black!). 

Believe it or not, before the meeting 


was concluded, Gear found a way to- 


implement athird injustice. WhenAmeri- 
can Legion spokesperson Ted Bouzou- 


nis made a_ public statement which 
seemed to imply that write-in Council 
candidate Robert McLachlan's efforts. 
to Seek election were in conflict with 


Federal, State, and Local laws, Gear 


refused to allow McLachlan to chal- 


lenge the veracity of his accuser's state- — 


ments by denying him the chance to 
make use of the three-minute time pe- 


riod that officially adopted rules allot to « 


speakers during the "discussion" por- 
tion of the meeting. Yet Gear allowed 


Bouzounis to speak for morethan three - 
minutes. Of course, Bouzounis isn't © 


competing for Gear's job in just a few —

days, either. Gee -speaking of possible - 


political motives ... 


Finally, after the (in our opinion) | 


doubly illegal meeting had continued 
for some time, Councilman Bergeron 
returned, the Council proceeded to act 
on those items of business which could

Change in Leadership Urged by Resident

| recently read a piece of Mayor 
Beverly McAnally’s campaign literature 
and | had to laugh. Can she actually 
believe that we don’t know how to read 
our tax bills? | mean, in 1984 the City 
millage was 9.90 mils. Today it’s 11.53 
mils. | went to Romulus public schools 
and | was taught that 11.53 was indeed 
greater than 10. 

Ten mils is the City Charter-stated 
maximum millage rate. Now we have an 
Operating millage, a Sewer Debt mill- 
age, and the like, but the total millage 
you pay is indeed far greater than 10 
mils — 15% more. Add to that a 1% 
"Administrative Fee" assessed on all 
(City, County, and School) taxes just for 
mailing you a bill, and you end up pay- 
ing the City the equivalent of about 15 
mils, or half again what the City Charter 
states. Call them whatever you like, but 
any money paid the City, simply for the 
right to own property here, is atax. Pure 
and simple. 

The question becomes, what do we 
get for all these millions in tax dollars? | 
believe that what Robert McLachlan 
said is true: "roads to nowhere." Bob 
had to fight tooth and nailto get roads in 
his area maintained to ensure safe 
travel. Thankfully, he was successful. 
The "road to nowhere," the Wick Road 
development area, 30 million dollars 
later, is still undeveloped. Worse yet, 
that land is all for sale. 

What a dream! Buy some cheap 
farm land, convince a mayor to invest 
tens of millions of tax dollars, while not 
investing a dime of your own, and then 
sell the land for many, many times the 
Original purchase price because it’s now 
"improved," not rural. It's a land specu- 
lator’s game and it makes them multimil- 
lionaires. Allthey need is a piece of land 
with a good location and someone eas- 
ily conned into spending tax dollars to 
make them rich. Unfortunately for the 
citizens of Romulus, that person easily 
conned is Beverly McAnally. She spent 
your tax dollars without getting a single 
guarantee. 

Now, the person for whom she in- 
vested your money is bailing out. Who 


knows what, if anything, will be built on 
Wick Road. It sure won’t be a casino or 
stadium. (In a flight path? Be serious!) 
Maybe a trailer park or jail? Could hap- 
pen. What did happen is that $30 mil- 
lion. The land for which this "developer" 
paid about $25,000 an acre is now 
selling for between $44,000 and 
$650,000 an acre. All he did was con- 
vince the Mayor to spend your tax dol- 
lars. Nice payoff, eh? — 

What did you get? Nada, nothing, 
zip. The TIFA (Tax Increment Finance 
Authority) agreement guarantees that 
no tax money derived from the 700 
acres of prime, high-priced land will 
be spent outside that 700 acres. All 
must be spent on "infrastructure within 
the development area." No money from 
this development will fund schools, fire, 
or police protection. Not even a minor 
amount willbe contributed to cover their 
own police and fire services. You get to 
pay for that too! Are you starting to see 
why I question Mayor Beverly McAnally’s 
ability to effectively represent the inter- 
ests of Romulus residents? 

As long as | am on the subject of 
police and fire protection, let’s get into 
this further. Romulus has about 23,000 
residents. We also have a major inter- 
national airport, completely surrounded 
by our town, that serves an average of 
over 40,000 travelers per day. What 
goes oninside the Airport is the County's 
responsibility, but when you are travel- 
ing to or from the Airport, or patronizing 
a hotel or restaurant adjacent to the 
Airport, you are in Romulus, and the 
City of Romulus must provide you po- 
lice protection. The cost of this protec- 
tion is paid completely and solely by the 
citizens of Romulus. Basically, 23,000 
are paying for police services for nearly 
70,000. 

Not the Federal government, the 
State, or even the County, but the citi- 
zens of Romulus fund the City services 
made necessary by hosting the Airport. 
We do not, contrary to the Mayor's 
statement, get any special tax dollars 
from parking. Wayne County gets that 
and everybody knows they don't share. 

This explains why the Police De- 
partment is stretched so thin. Their bud- 
get has tripled since 1984, but their 
responsibilities have grown five-foldwith 
Airport expansion. Yet Mayor McAnally 
has not negotiated a cost-sharing ar- 
rangement with the County. It seems 
she prefers to let you pay the bill. 

Mayor McAnally also seems to like 
having only one Black officer in a city 
with about 4,500 Black residents. Too 
bad that doesn’t bother Randy Gear as

| have never before in my life written 
a letter to the editor of a newspaper.

He dropped by the Romulus Senior 
Center and saw people “bored to tears” 
playing cards. Did he see the tears? Did 
he ask them if they were bored? What 
gave him the right to pass judgment on 
whether or not they were boredor if they 
were really enjoying themselves? He 
only viewed the tip of the iceberg. If he 
would pick up "The Communicator,” pub- 
lished monthly, he would see all the 
numerous activities the Center has 
planned. Everything from craft classes, 
a walking club, bowling, evening nights 
out, shopping trips, day trips, overnight 
trips, and yes, Mr. Griffiths, card playing 
too, to name only a few activities. 

| am appalled by his insinuation that 
the seniors program has not improved 
in the last 12 months because of the 
Mayor’s mother moving from the Tow- 
ers. This remark is totally uncalled for. 
Besides, how can you improve on per- 
fection! The Center not only tends to 
providing entertainment and enjoyment 
but assists in physical and emotional 
needs of the senior citizens. The Center 
has become a haven for many people. 
| could relate dozens and dozens of 
such cases but will only tell you three. 

One of our friends lost her husband 
in a very tragic accident. She gave up 
on life. She felt she had nothing to live 
for until she signed up at the Center for 
a day trip. She was greeted and wel- 
comed with open arms. She now visits 
the Center almost on a daily basis and 
hardly ever misses any trips. In an ar- 
ticle published in a Romulus paper, she 
was quoted as saying, "The Center 
saved my life!" The Center is only a 
building. It’s the staff and all the people 
who use the Center who gave her a 
reason to live. 

Another 70-years-young woman - | 
Say "young" because she never missed 


any of her nights out at the Center, 
never missed atrip, was always atbingo, 
and visited the Center almost daily — 
suffered a heart attack. She survived 
and was sent home to recuperate; to 
Our sorrow, she passed away. We at- 
tended her wake. Her daughter made it 
a point to come over and tell us that, on 
her mother’s death bed, all she could 
talk about was going to the Center, and 
the trip coming up next week. The Cen- 
ter is the lifeline for so many people. 
Their world revolves around all the ac- 
tivities and the warmth of friends and 
Staff at the Center. 

One of our trips was to Manitoulin 
Island, Canada. The coordinator of the 
Center, Marilyn Hoffer, was not accom- 
panying us because there was only a 
dozen or so people from the Center 
going. We sailed off on the Chi- 
Cheenaun, a huge ship. We were right 
in the middle of Lake Huron when the 
winds became so strong that we could 
not get back to shore or to the Island. 
The captain found some safe water 
and, for seven hours and 32 minutes, all 
we did was run in circles. We finally 
made it back to shore. We reloaded on 
the bus, where the driver informed us 
that our trip was cancelled and we’d be 
heading home. The expected moans 
and groans were heard, but, much to 
my surprise, So was a comment that | 
will never forget: "This wouldn't have 
happened if Marilyn were here." The 
confidence that these people have in 
Marilyn is truly deserved; she’s earned 
itthrough hard work and dedication. Itis 
not an8:30 a.m.-to-4:30 p.m., five-days- 
a-week job. To the staff at the Center, it 
is a devotion and caring for all senior 
citizens that comes from their hearts. 

| have visited several senior citi- 
zens centers inthe Downriver area and, 
in my opinion, none can compare to 
Romulus. In one center in particular, | 
walked through the entire center and 
spent a good one-half hour there. | was 
never greeted, neverwelcomed; no-one 


‘shook my hand or gave me a friendly 


smile. When | entered the Romulus 
Center for the first time, | was over- 
whelmed by the warmth that everyone 
showed me. They made me feel like | 
was home. 

I'd like to extend an Invitation to Mr. 
Griffiths to do more than just drop by; 
come in and spend some time and see 
just what a marvelous program and 
center Romulus has to offer to all senior 
citizens.

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Voting Strategies Make 
the Most of Your Ballot

Maybe it's the ostensible ease of 
today's seemingly "mechanical" vot- 
ing methods—the cut-and-dried, yes/ 
no, A-or-B nature of pulling little 
levers, or filling in rows of ovals ona 
computer card — which sometimes 
makes us forget that voting is not 
really a simple process. It takes re- 
sponsible citizens much longer to 
make educated decisions than to 
execute those decisions at the polls. 
In the end, every ballot should be 
a heartfelt message to our elected 
Officials. 

But with our local government 
torn into such political shreds that it's 
on the verge of failing to function 
altogether (a situation which many 
witnessed at last Monday's Council 
meeting), we at "the little paper’ hope 
that, on November 7, Romulus vot- 
ers will make every effort to cast an 
informed ballot — a shout that will 
reverberate from one end of City Hall 
to the other. 

To do this, voters will need to 
approach the election process witha 
definite plan in mind — a strategy to 
make the most of their voting voice. 
The Romulus News would like to 
help voters form their plans — not by 
offering advice concerning which 
candidates they should support, but 
by suggesting some tips that can be 
used to maximize the potential of 
their votes' effectiveness. 

Take the City Council portion of 
the ballot, for example. The instruc- 
tions call for voters to select "not 
more than seven" candidates for the 
seven available seats. That's simple 
enough for those who have actually 
found seven candidates to support 
wholeheartedly — but what about the 
rest of us? 

One strategy involves first cast- 
ing your votes for the one-to-six can- 
didates who have your strong sup- 
port, then making up the difference 
with "the lesser of two evils" candi- 
dates—people you can only consider 
to be qualified by comparing them to 
the candidates you'd do anything to 
eliminate! 

Butthere is adangerinusing this 
method: By contributing to the vote- 
totals of these "second-string" candi- 
dates, you could actually help them 
eliminate the people who have earned 
your strongest support. Remember: 





Council's seats are filled by the seven 
candidates who garner the most 
votes. If your "favorite" is Number 
Eight — even if he/she is only behind 
Number Seven by one vote — he/she 
will not be elected. 

The alternative, of course, is to 
vote only for the candidates you truly 
support— even if there is only one. By 
doing so, you forfeit any chance to 
control who the remaining Council 
members will be, but you gain the 
advantage of strengthening yourown 
candidates’ vote-totals in relation to 
those of everyone else. This strategy 
(known as "plunk" voting) would be 
especially attractive to anyone par- 
ticularly concerned about who will 
get the most votes, and thus become 
Mayor Pro Tem. . 

For example, Suppose you are a 
supporter of both Randolph Gear 
and Deborah Romak, who finished 
first and second, respectively, in 
September's primary. If you think that 
one of these two will probably come 
out on top in the general election, 
and you have a definite preference 
for one over the other as Mayor Pro 
Tem, you might decide to vote for 
only your favorite of the two in order 
to strengthen his/her chances of se- 
curing the number-one spot. 

Another voting strategy that 
sends a definite message to City 
Hall, eventhough it doesn't affect the 
outcome of anelection, involves can- 
didates who do not face a challenger 
in their bid for office. Unfortunately, 
some people automatically vote for 
any candidate who is unopposed, 
regardless of whether or not they 
support him/her — and that misleads 
the candidate into believing that he/ 
she is doing a good job. But if 10,000 
people vote in an election in which 
incumbent Joe Schmoe is unop- 
posed, andhe receives a total of only 
5,000 votes, old Joe had better take 
the hint: A lot of his constituents are 
less than happy with his performance. 

Regardless of whom you decide 
to support, please be sure to vote on 
Tuesday, November 7. Only astrong 
voter turnout will give credibility to 


~the results of what is sure to be a 


bitterly divisive election, andsend an 
unequivocal message to our elected 
officials concerning the priorities of 
the majority.

to Questionnaire

Because we at "the little paper’ 
want to do our partto help acquaint local 
voters with the candidates seeking pub- 
lic office this November, we sent out 
questionnaires to everyone running (ex- 
cept Linda Choate and James Napior- 
kowski, who face no opposition in their 
bids for reelection to the offices of City 
Clerk and Treasurer, respectively) and 
invited them to submit their answers for 
publication. Most of our questions were 
of a deliberately general nature to per- 
mit the candidates some flexibility in 
their responses. 

In the interests of "fair play," we did 
our best to insure that all candidates 
were treated identically. 

e Allquestionnaires were sent viafirst- 
Class, United States mail, and were 
posted at the same time. 

« All candidates for a particular office 
were asxed the same questions, and 
were given the same instructions for 
answering those questions. Specifi- 
cally, candidates were informed that 
response to all queries for"personal" 
data was optional (since we had no 
wish to invade anyone's privacy), 
and that they should feel free to use 
as much space as they needed in 
composing their replies, as long as 
they did not stray from the subject of 
each question. 

¢ All candidates were given the same 
deadline date for submitting their 
responses. 

e Allresponses are being published in 
the same issue. | 

Altogether, two Mayoral candidates 
-and 15 City Council candidates (includ- 


ing Robert McLachlan, the only write-in 

candidate who gave this newspaper 

official notice of his intent to seek elec- 
tion) were invited to respond to our 
questions. Of those 17 people, only 

Council candidates Brooker Edwards, 

(incumbent) Randolph Gear, and Stan- 

ley Kreft did not participate. We can only 

wonder why they showed no interest in 
sharing their views with you. 

As you look over the candidates’ 
responses, be critical. 

e Do their answers appear to be sin- 
cere and thoughtfully composed, and 
do they contain supporting details? 
Or are they vague "one-liners" that 
more closely resemble campaign 
slogans? 

¢ Dothe answers specifically address 
the question, and are they limited to 
the scope of the question? Or do 
they "waffle" from the questions’ 
intent? 

¢ Cantheconcerns expressed by each 
candidate be addressed within the 
purview of the position being sought? 
Rememberthatthe various branches 
of our government have limitations 
to their powers. 

e Does an examination of past perfor- 
mance and/or behavior bear out the 
candidates’ statements? Or can you 
think of examples that seem to con- 
tradict their assertions? 

In closing, we would like to thank 
everyone who took the time to respond 
to our questionnaire, and to express 
again our hope that this information will 
be of use to Romulus voters who want 
to make an educated choice on Tues- 
day, November 7.0

be conducted with only four members 
present, and the menagerie was at last 
adjourned. 

What a fiasco! Such blatant disre- 
gard for the most basic rules cannot be 
allowed to continue. Councilmen Gear 
and Wadsworth managed, between the 
two of them, to suggest several political 
motivations for the walkout: 
¢ a dispute concerning the new road 

which may eventually be officially 
named McAnally Boulevard; 
¢ the fact that the three who left are on 
opposite sides of the political fence 
from the three who remained, with 
regard to the EDS injection well; and 
¢ the fact that it's election time. 





But, really, such creative brainstorming 
wasn'tnecessary, because Councilmen 
Pennington and Raspberry explained 
their objections quite lucidly — and, what- 
ever other motivations may or may not 
have existed in any of the Councilmen's 
minds, the ones that they publicly stated 
were genuine and justifiable. 

In our opinion, the Councilmen's 
walkout was entirely appropriate. Had 
they remained to conduct business-as- 
usual after Councilman Gear refused to 
acknowledge a perfectly proper chal- 
lenge to his chairmanship, their pres- 
ence would only have appeared to lend 
a false legitimacy to the remainder of 
the highly irregular (to say the least!) 
proceedings.
